WE are at a loss to conceive why a series of “ Promenade” con- 
certs"cannot be concluded without a bal masqué. 

It seems passing strange that an entertainment of so costly a 
nature, alike to the projectors and supporters, should have been 
given for seventeen consecutive years as a finale to a succession 
of musical performances where the admission fee has been so 
moderate. Possibly this confusion of a strictly dancing en- 
tertainment with a series strictly musical, may have been 
suggested by provincial festivals whose committees wind 
up their triennial musical celebrations with a dress ball ; 
but there is a wide distinction between the meeting of county 
families in the Shire Halls of Worcester, Gloucester, and Here- 
ford, and the assemblage of female frailty and fast gentility 
that annually occupies the salle de danse of M. Jutuinn. If 
this odd custom of succeeding grand concerts with a ball may be 
excused, it is in the case of the provincial festivals, where the 
élite of, not only the city in which the meeting is held, but the 
county, and even the adjoining counties, are provided with an 
opportunity — seldom otherwise affordable — of meeting and 
enjoying the pleasures of the ball-room. The bal masqué, as 
annually celebrated in London, admits of no excuse, since not 
only is it unnecessarily associated with entertainments of an 
elevating character, but is, in the abstract, neither worthy to be 
participated in by respectable members of society, nor fit to be 
looked upon by modest eyes. We can scarcely speak in terms of 
sufficiently derisive condemnation of the English bal masqué, for 
the decent portion of the public is likely to be misled and 
deluded into attending an amusement, the character of which is 
totally bad, by such announcements as the following :— 


“Under ordinary circumstances, M, Jullien would have felt that the 
patronage hitherto bestowed on his annual entertainment, and the 
general satisfaction evinced on every occasion, rendered it unnecess: 
for him to add one word to the mere announcement of the Bal. A 
recent event, however, makes it imperative on him to draw the atten- 
tion of his kind patrons to the fact, that after seventeen years of con- 
stant labour and care, he has succeeded in transforming the trivial 
entertainment formerly known as the Masquerade into the magnificent 
féte-of the Bal Masqué, and in placing it on a level with those given in 
the largest establishments in Europe—at the Académie Impériale of 
Paris, the Imperial Theatres of St. Peters and Vienna, and the 
Theatre Royal of Berlin ; fétes which the Sovereigns of those capitals 
do not disdain to honour with their presence. Having thus raised the 
character of these entertainments, M. Jullien is satisfied that the public 
will not hold him responsible for the ill-directed efforts of plagiarists and 
imitators. M, Jullien’s Bal Masqué will be given this year with the 
same splendour as before, and will take place at her Majesty’s Theatre 
—an establishment already famous for the magnificent balls which have, 
under the most distinguished patronage, been given within its walls. M. 
Jullien feels confident that this, his 17th Bal ué, in England, will 
for brilliancy and splendour have never been excelled. The dance will 
be by fourteen Maitres des Cerémonies, whose arrangements 


will be strictly carried out. No one will be admitted execpt in evening 
dress or fancy costume. The whole theatre. will be ornamented 
new and siperb decoration.”

This (M. Jutiiey’s advertisement of his bal for 1856),, rerals 
wonderfully well, and is, or was, calculated’ to impress 
an uninitiated person with the notion that the bals masqués of 
M. JuLuiEN, whatever those of Professer ANDERSON or others 
might have been, were select assemblies:into which the most 
fastidious might enter. It is lamentable to think how many 
may have been thus deluded, and after paying a pretty good 
sum for admission, have precipitately retired from a building 
hitherto associated with everything that is select and aristocratic. 
Those who may not have attended any of these /fétes. will 
naturally wonder what sort of scene is presented, and what 
offence is committed against decency. We must inform such 
that, notwithstanding the above inflated announcement: of M. 
JULLIEN, the bal masqué is, and has been, in England, the resort 
of such fast men and frail women as can afford the attendant 
expenses. The mask or domino is of little use with those who 
have ceased to blush, and freedom of behaviour and indecency of 
gesture are exhibited alike by maskers and unmasked, when the 
characteristics of such a féte should be grace, humour, and 
decorum. The impropriety of the whole affair is not confined to 
the salle de danse. As the reve) proceeds, the dancers traverse 
the box-lobbies, and language is heard that the occupants of the 
boxes must blush at, while they pity those who are so lost 
to sense of shame as to give it utterance. Thus the spectative 
portion of the assembly, calculating on witnessing at a respectful 
distance the novelty and gaiety of the scene, run the risk 
of annoyance in the shape of lewd and wanton speech from 
which they imagined themselves totally free. Is this sort of 
thing to be longer tolerated in England? Are respectable 
people to be beguiled by announcements of fourteen masters 
of the ceremonies, an elevated description of entertainment, 
and high prices, into attending a revel of dissolute men and 
women? We trust that the good sense of M. Juiien will 
prompt him to a negative response, and that the eighteenth, 
and every succeeding bal masqué, may take place either at St, 
Petersburg, Vienna, Berlin, or Paris : assuredly such assemblies 
must not be countenanced in England. The dal masqué is not:an 
English entertainment. The humour that characterises such affairs 
on the continent is not caught by the English people, and 
vulgarity and downright indecency are made to take its. place. 

We must not be hard upon M. JunuEn. He is. certainly 
responsible for his advertisement, but we must do him the 
credit to say that many of his arrangements are most creditable. 
His band on these occasions is superb. His constabulary force 
(policemen in a ball-room !) is ample. His fourteen masters 
of the ceremonies are energetic in providing as much room as 
possible for the dancers, and the decorations, lighting, and 
general detail of the arrangements are worthy of the presence 
of the highest in the land. But M. Junin, while conducting 
his superb band, generally has his back turned upon the 
assembly, and he cannot see that. sundry grotesque figures— 
such as clowns, apes, and other vulgarities—are amongst’ his 
patrons, in spite of the warning intimation given in his adver- 
tisement ; nor can he see that every male who is not in costume 
wears his hat,—a style of “full evening dress” to which all’ but 
the frequenters of bal masqués are quite unaccustomed. 

M. Juuien will forfeit the respect of all whose good.opinion 
is worth enjoying if another bal masgué take place under, his 
direction in England. Let him limit himself to catering for: the 
public musically, and not allow the metropolis of a great nation 
to be seandalised by the continuance of a species of entertainment 
which should. be confined to. countries where freedom of manner

CRYSTAL PALACE. 

Ar the ordinary price of admission, the directors provided an 
attractive entertainment—consisting of a choral and instrumental 
concert—for Christmas-day. Theattendance was more numerous 
than might have been anticipated, considering that, at the hour 
of performance, the majority of the population of the metropolis 
and suburbs may reasonably be expected to be discussing 
food peculiar to the season and characteristic of the nation. 
The Company’s Band mustered in full force, and there was 
a choral party of considerable strength, under the direction of 
Mr. Smythson. The very appropriate chorus, “For unto us a 
child is born,” and the noble “Hallelujah” from Zhe Messiah, 
were given with great effect. In the course of the performance, 
Tom Thumb made his appearance on the platform, and wished 
the company present “a merry Christmas and happy new year.” 

The seventh of the Saturday Concerts attracted a fair number 
of visitors, though the music-room was at no time crowded. The 
solo vocalist was Madame Rudersdorff, who sang her eternal 
“Robert, toi que j’aime,” a valse by Randegger, and the old 
Scotch ditty, “ We’re a’ nodtlii’,” the latter being given with an 
alternation of pathos and humour that elicited a warm demand 
for ee Mr. George Russell introduced Mendelssohn’s 
second pianoforte concerto, and his performance was none the 
less meritorious for the feeble impression made upon the 
audience. Some of the (wood) wind instruments were at logger- 
heads with the “strings” and pianoforte as regarded tune, by 
which Mendelssohn’s lovely wok suffered much. The variation 
in pitch was painful in some of the more delicate portions of the 
accompaniments, and may account in some measure for the exe- 
cution of so beautiful a composition falling somewhat flatly upon 
the auditors. M. Wedermeyer played a violin solo by Lafont, 
and was much A ara The selection of orchestral music con- 
sisted of Mendelssohn’s Midsummer Night’s Dream overture, 
Weber's Oberon (not played to perfection), and a Romanza, and 
the Finale from Schumann’s Fourth Symphony. It is dangerous 
to venture an opinion upon music which the composer probably did 
not expect to be appreciated by the present generation, but we 
must say that our impression of these movements is unfavourable, 
The romanza, which appears to embrace an andante and scherzo, 
18, IN many passages, trifling in the extreme. A sort of trio to 
the quick movement in this “romanza” consists of gasping 
strains that may be likened to the final breathings of a dying fish, 
the violins having a three-finger exercise of four or five bars to 
play, then a sudden stop, as if to take breath, and then finger- 
exercise again, &. &c. It is alike peculiar and puerile: the 
straining after some novel effect results in a piece of consummate 
insipidity. 

The fale is more clear and rational, and for a very good 
reason ; it speaks of the _ rather than it points to the future, 
since the reminiscences of Beethoven are absurdly palpable, even 
to the very melody of one or two of the strains. Mr. Manns, 
however—under whose direction the movements were played— 
deserves commendation for bringing forward novelties, and we 
trust he will not be discouraged by our remarks upon a compo-

HANOVER-SQUARE Rooms.—On Tuesday night a concert, which 
was very numerously attended, was given in the large room, for 
the benefit of the Trinity (St. Pancras) National Schools. The 
vocalists and instrumentalists very liberally and charitably gave 
their services on this occasion, Messrs. Broadwood and Sons sup- 
plied a grand pianoforte, and Messrs. Gray and Davison the 
use of the organ. Mr. Thomas Martin, the proprietor of the 
rooms, also presented five guineas to the excellent charity. The 
selection was chiefly vocal. The performances commenced with 
Verdi’s quartett, nicely rendered by Miss Fanny Rowland, Mr. 
George Matthews, Mr. Redfearn, and Mr. Wallworth, Signor 
Ferrari followed, with Balfe’s “The Green trees whispered ;” 
and then Miss E. L. Williams (better known as the “ Welsh 
Nightingale) gave Lover’s “ Come back to me.” Mr. Wallworth 
sang Longfellow’s somewhat lengthy but descriptive song of “The 
Wreck of the Hesperus,” Miss Fanny Rowland and Mr. Red- 
fearn both sang, the one Rossini’s “Una voce poco fa,” and the 
other Dr. Bennett’s “Sing, maiden, sing.” The most popular 
song of the evening was Miss Poole’s “Old Memories,” which is 
scarcely ever sung by that charming vocalist without an encore ; 
nor was it on this occasion. Miss Mina Poole sang with her 
sister, and also a solo, as well as in a quartett with Miss Fann 
Rowland, Mrs. Matthews, Miss Williams, and Madame Ferrari.

So ends the introduction, which 
is the best of the piece. The dialogue is plentifully sup- 
We have 
no taste for a be Watteaw’d Harlequin and Columbine: but even 
a powdered wig cannot make Miss Wyndham to look otherwise 
than pretty, nor a cocked hat and a pigtail take the e and 
agility out of Madame Celeste’s legs. Of the Harleyquiaade, we 
have {little to say, except that the performers are perfectly effi- 
cient. The two standing pantomimic jokes of the season—Cri- 
noline and the British Bank—are embodied with due effect ; and 
there is some pretty and appropriate music, by Mr. Thirlagall. 
The success of the piece has been decisive, the house having been 
crammed to suffocation every night. 

LYCEUM.—An incident occurred at this theatre on Monday 
which for the time excited considerable apprehension. In the 
opening scene of The Corsair, Submarina ascends, attended by a 
naiad. On Monday evening the light dress of the latter was 
suddenly observed to be in flames. The sensations of alarm 
were speedily changed, however, to shouts of applause at the 
presence of mind of some gentleman connected with the theatre, 
who dashed forward from the wings, and with his hat succeeded 
in beating down and extinguishing the flames. It was, never- 
theless, some time before the plaudits of the people could re- 
assure the trembling little naiad. 

SADLERS WELLS.—The Arabian tales are a fertile source of sub- 
jects to pantomimists. The story of Padnamaba and the golden 
fish has already been dramatised in this way, and Mr. Green- 
wood has again turned it to account, with good effect, for his 
pantomime this season. In the introdnetion, we have the fisher- 
man casting his net for a dinner, and on pulling up a donkey 
instead of a fish, he very quaintly remarks that,— 


“ He is not the man to dine off his relations.” 


Another cast produces the golden fish. Then we have the 
geni rising from the jar in a cloud of smoke. He makes the 
fisherman a present of a dish of golden fish, who, being in love 
with the Princess, carries his fish to the Sultan; his highness, 
with true Bam dignity, descends to the kitchen to 
superintend the cooking, but the fish leap out of the frying- 
pan, and begin snapping at the legs of the Sultan and his 
courtiers, who take to flight in great dismay, and after some 
more fun of the same kind, the transformation takes place. The 
fisherman end the Princess become harlequin and columbine 
(Mr.:C. Fenton and Miss-C. Sharp).

Miss Sharp is a pretty and efficient colum- 
bine ; but we must not omit the nymph who led the dance of 
fairies by torch-light, and whose name should not have been 
omitted in the bills, for she dances with sylph-like ease and 
grace, and we certainly remember her as the columbine here 
a year or two ago. The sprites are as active as ever, and the 
machinery, anit appointments are, as usual, splendid 
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incantation in Macbeth, is exceedingly terse and pointed. The 
effect of the magic misletoe, which, contrary: to its supposed 
atiributes, sets lovers and friends, ladies and gentlemen, quarrel- 
ling and fighting, is well conceived and carried out. The scene in 
the baroness’s dressing-room, contains some of those practical 
jokes which, carried to the very edge of decorum, without ab- 
solutely overstepping it, are of all pantomimic fun, the most fertile 
of mirth. The harlequinade is, on the whole, not so good. The 
dialogue is continued ; and as all the principal characters, except 
the pantaloon, are performed by women, neither the usual quantity 
nor quality of practical funis to be expected. In fact, we do not 
care for talking harlequins and columbines, it is the business of 
the former to protect their fair companions, who should make no 
more noise than flushed pheasants or frightened doves. However, 
the dancing columbine had ample justice from the feet of 
Madlle. somebody (we have forgotten her name) and the singing 
columbine equal justice from the voice of Miss E. Jacobs, who 
has a pretty face to match it. Meantime, the dialogue lost 
nothing from the lips of Miss Cuthbert (the clown) nor any of her 
companions. On the whole, the pantomime has achieved a 
success more than commensurate with the reputation of this 
little establishment in matters of the kind. 

SURREY.—This theatre has long stood high in popular estima- 
tion for the splendour of its festival amusements. The panto- 
mimes in particular are of the most lavish brilliancy and costli- 
ness. The present one, Harlequin and the Summer Queen, is 
quite equal to its predecessors, As the story of pantomimes, 
unlike that of regular dramas, is but as the framework to the 
picture, we need not enter into a detail of the exploits of hoary 
old King Winter, who, being jealous of Prince Snowdrop, the 
genius of Spring, betrothed to the Queen of Summer, with 
whom the aforesaid King Winter is himself enamoured, gets the 
Prince into his power, and confines him in the Stalactite Retreat, 
under his palace. The Prince is released from his captivity by 
Queen Mab, but falls again into the power of his enemy, who, 
notwithstanding a heavy sum offered for his ransom by King 
Sol, determines to destroy the Prince, but is prevented by the 
interposition of Gloriosa, the fairy of the Sun, who, arriving 
with his attendant spirits, turns the hoary-headed monster into 
Clown (Mr. Buck), and the Prince and his fair one into Harle- 
quin and Columbine (Mr. F. Glover, and Mdlle. Agnes). The 
scenery, decorations, dresses, and appointments through which 
these important events are detailed are of sumptuous and varied 
beauty. ‘lo name a few of the most striking scenes, “The Grove 
of the Silver Willows,” contrasts well from its glowing warmth 
of colouring with the preceding scene of the “ Stalactite 
Retreat.” ‘The Golden Palace of the Sun” is, on the whole, 
more striking than tasteful ; but Junia the Queen of Summer's 

avilion, an arched bower of roses, opening on a warmly-tinted 
andscape, is a charming picture. “The Golden Palace of the 
Sun,” in which the transformation takes place, is an admirable 
climax to the whole. This consists of huge golden sheaves of 
wheat, rising to the full height of the stage, and so disposed as 
to form an arched temple, through which arise groups of 
fairies in gorgeous and varied attire. Add to this the effects of 
blue and crimson fire, and the splendour becomes almost oppres- 
sive. Mr. Shepherd is compelled nightly to step forward in an 
uproar of applause. The best hits in the harlequinade are 
the British Bank, which changes to a debtor’s prison, with the 
directors within the grating, and the crinoline folly, in which 
the clown, crinolined for the nonce, dances a pas deur with 
another lady. Mr. Buck is an excellent clown, The feats of 
the sprites are as startling as ever, the harlequin is young and 
active, and the columbines (for there are two) graceful and 

retiy. If our memory does not much deceive us, one of them 
is the pretty black-eyed, dark-haired child that used to skate so 
well in the opera of 7'he Prophet, when Miss Romer produced it ; 
and now this fair bud of promise is expanded into a full blown 
rose.

A case of some importance to the theatrical profession is 
pending in the Bloomsbury County Court, affecting the liability 
of the originial lessees of theatres to dramatic authors. The 
jlaintiff, Mr. Planché, whose case was supported by Mr. G. C. 
ir. Lewis (Lewis and Lewis), the solicitor to the Dramatic 
Authors’ Society, sought to recover of Mr. James, the lessee of 
the Queen’s Theatre, a sum of 40s. for one night’s performance 
of his piece, called Zhe Pleasant Neighbour. By the 2nd section 
of the 3rd and 4th Wm. IV., c. 15, it is enacted (inter alia) that 
if any person shall represent, or “ cause to be represented,” any 
dramatic piece, &c., without having first obtained the consent in 
writing of the author, assignee, &c., shall be liable to a penalty 
of 40s. for such representation. The action was brought to reco- 
ver a penalty for a performance on the 13th of August. The 
representation was admitted, and that the defendant held the 
Lord Chamberlain’s licence. He rested his defence on the fact 
that, although he held the licence, he had sublet the theatre to 
Mr. George Bolton, and that, eres he was not liable. 
On examination, Mr, James admitted that he took the money 
nightly at the doors to recover the expenses of &e., which he. 
provided, and that any interdiction from the Lord Chamberlain 
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he should be bound to obey. In answer to the plea of non-liabi- 
lity, Mr. Lewis cited the 7th section of the act regulating theatres, 
and under which the Lord Chamberlain had issued his licence, 
by which act it was declared that the licence should only be 
granted to the actual and responsible lessee, whose name was to 
appear at the head of the playbills. The object of the provision 
was to show the public who was the responsible party. The

In the airs, “How 
beautiful are the feet,” and “I know that my Redeemer liveth,” 
there was a freshness and purity of style, seldom heard from 
those standing much higher in the profession. We hope to have 
the pleasure of hearing her more frequently in Birmingham. 
Miss Bassano was now and then a little out of tune, but yet 
gave much satisfaction. Mr. Cooper, the tenor, possesses a 
pleasant voice, and a tolerably good method of using it ; but he 
was scarcely powerful enough for the Hall. Mr. Barnby, the 
bass, sang well, and in an oratorio not so generally known, would 
have produced a very favourable impression, Mr. Stockley con- 
ducted with his usual ability, and we need only add that Mr. 
Stimpson presided at the organ, while Mr. Hayward led. 

DUBLIN.—Mr. Barry, of the Theatre Royal, died on Thursday. 

EDINBURGH.—Mr. C. J. Hargitt’s concert took place on the 
23rd ultimo, in the Hopetoun Rooms. The attendance was not’ 
so numerous as the general excellence of the performances de- 
served. Mr. Hargitt was assisted on this occasion by Miss 
Milner, as vocalist, and by Messrs. Couper, Mackenzie, Webb, 
and Hausmann, as instrumentalists ; Herr Naumann officiating as 
accompanist. Miss Milner has, if we mistake not, already 
appeared in Edinburgh. She possesses a voice of good compass 
and fair quality. Her most successful effort was in the air and 
variations for voice and violin, “Sommo cielo.” This composi- 
tion, seldom heard at our concerts, is from Pacini’s opera, La 
Schiava di Bagdad, and affords abundant opportunities for dis- 
play both for the singer and violinist. Miss Milner acquitted 
1erself admirably, and Mr. Cooper fairly divided with her the 
applause with which it was received. Her singing of the ballad 
“Kate Kearney” was too ornate for the character of the song. 
She gave two of Mr. Hargitt’s compositions, “Whither,” and 
“The Mitherless Bairn,” very pleasingly. Of the concerted instra- 
mental music the gem was a quartett, played in a masterly style by 
Messrs. Cooper, Mackenzie, Webb, and Hausmann. Mr. Hargitt’s 
playing of La Cascade was highly satisfactory. He is a young 
and rising artist, and has already attained an honourable position 
among his professional brethren. We must not omit to mention 
Mr. Hausmann’s solo on airs from Ji T'rovatore, which is about 
the most pleasing of his fantasias. A piece by Moscheles, for the 
pianoforte, with a quartett accompaniment, concluded the con- 
cert, and afforded an interesting and appropriate winding-up of 
the evening’s entertainment. 


The Scottish capital boasts capital pantomimes. At the Royal 


Theatre the stories of Red Riding Hood and Hop-o’-my-Thumb 
have been laid under contribution for the opening. The juvenile 
hero and heroine of these tales were very well personated by 
Master Purvis and Miss Foote; and a Lilliputian dance, fifty 
strong, round the maypole, was a novel and pretty incident. 

At the Queen’s Theatre, Puss in Boots is the subject. The first 
scene introduces a dance of cats, a vastly droll exhibition. 

The burlesque opening (by Mr. Burns Bryson) is smartly 
written, and is seasoned with many witty references to passing 
events. Pussy’s description of Caroll’s estate may be taken asia 
fair sample of the dialogue :-— 

“ Those are his corn fields—these his crops of wheat : 
And yonder castle is his country seat. 
You'll also see if you will look again, 
His castles both in Air-shire and in Spain ! 
Whilst farther on, if you can see them right, 
Extend his grounds completely out of sight. 
He is a nobleman of wealth and rank, 
Director of the Royal British Bank ! 
We'd walk o’er these estates, if you are willing ? 
(Aside) "Tis walker with them all, I’d bet a shilling ! 
Nep. (The miller’s son.) By what path can I now make my escape? 
I cannot follow ed-path, and so shape 
My figures and accounts as to transfer, 
‘To other sh(a)ires those fine estates in Air! 
O, had I but command of railway scrip, 
TI could have made this a delightful trip! 
Leave all tome. I'll find the ways and means, 
‘To naturalise those foreign fairy scenes. 
You will ! your paw! now pussy let me see, 
You don’t a cat’s-paw mean to make of me. 
Let Hercules himself do what he may, 
The cat will mew—and Ned will win the day!” 

The fifth of a series of Monday Evening Concerts was given 
by Mr. Purdie in the Music Hall, on the 22nd ultimo. Miss 
Fanny Leslie, a mere child in years, made her first appearance, 
and obtained an encore in a patriotic song, though she gave signs 
of extreme nervousness. Mr, Ray sang some tenor songs, and 
Mr. Gough displayed a fine bass voice in Benedict’s “ Rage, thou 
angry storm.” Miss Resina Collins played a violin fantasia on 
Scotch melodies. The band of the 5th Dragoon Guards played 
some pieces with great spirit ; and glees by Spofforth, Mendel- 
ssohn, and Stevens, were sung by an able choir, under the direc- 
tion of Mr. J. Thorne Harris. There was a very good attend- 
ance, notwithstanding its being the first night of the pantomimes. 

FERRY HILL—A very pleasing musical entertainment was 
given in the church school-room, for the benefit of the Street Gas- 
light Fund, by Mr. Hemmingway, of the Durham Cathedral 
choir, assisted by Miss Senior, of the Leeds and Manchester 
concerts, Mr. Wilson, of the York Cathedral choir, Master Lles, 
the juvenile violinist, and J. 8. Liddle, organist of St. Peter's, 
Newcastle, who presided at the pianoforte. ‘Chere was a crowded. 
audience. Miss Senior was well received, and obtained several 
encores. Mr. Wilson’s singing of “‘ England, E:wope’s Glory,” 
received a hearty encore, as also Mr, Hemmingway’s fine rendering 
of “ The Village Blacksmith,” and his humourous interpretation 
of “Simon the Cellarer,” and ‘ Kit, the Cobbler,” by Hatton, 
Master Iles played De Beriot’s Sixth and Seventh Solos, and was 
encored. Mr. Liddle accompanied with his usual ability. Alto- 
gether, a very delightful evening was spent ; and we trust that, 
ere long we may again have the pleasure of seeing Mr. Hemming- 
way and his party at Ferry Hill. 

FROME.—The members of the Sacred Harmonie Society per- 
formed Handel’s oratorio, Messiah, inthe National School-room, 
on Tuesday evening, December 23rd. The chorus consisted 
of upwards of 50 performers. Miss Diplock, from Trowbridge, 
sung “I know that my Redeemer liveth,” and “ How beautitul 
are thy feet,” with great taste. She has a voice of good quality 
and power. Miss Gerrish also sang, “He was despised and 
rejected,” with much expression.

LEEVS.—On the Saturday evening preceding Christmas Day 
the annual performance of The Messiah was given in the Music 
Hall, under the direction of the Recreation Society. The per- 
formers were Mrs. Sunderland, Miss Newbound, Mr. Miranda, 
and Mr. Weiss, with a band and chorus of 130 performers. Mr. 
Haddock was the principal violinist, and Mr. Spark conducted. 
In point of numbers, the attendance was unprecedented, and in 
a-room which is usually considered well filled with 800 persons, 
no fewer than 1,500 musical devotees squeezed themselves to 
listen to the best performance of The Messiah ever given in 
Leeds. At least one thousand persons were unable to gain 
admission ; but being determined to hear the inspired oratorio, 
a large number of them formed an audience outside the hall, in 
Albion-street, where they listened patiently for three hours and- 
a-half. Several of these outsiders positively joined in the per- 
formance, reading their octavo scores by the light of the street 
lamps! The principals were one and all highly successful in the 
work allotted them; and we need say no more of the chorus 
than that it was composed of Yorkshire voices, the tone of which 
hasagain and again been pronounced the first in the kingdom. 
How the oratorio was gone through so perfectly—bearing in 
mind the suffocating heat of the room and the crowding upon 
the performers—wasa marvel to all. It must indeed have been 
a work of love to all concerned. The conductor proved himself, 
ason many previous occasions, well worthy of the post he occu- 
pied ; and ae we are disposed to quarrel with the speed at 
which he took “‘Theirsound is gone out,” and “ Let us break,” 
yet the whole performance was one long to be remembered by 
those who were fortunate enough to hear it.

antic demons are summoned from their haunts, pink-legged,
